TERRY PETTIT 
Head Coach 


Entering his sixth season as the Neb- 
raska Women's Volleyball Head Coach, 
Terry Pettit has accumulated a 181-66 
overall record with the Huskers and an un- 
precedented Big Eight Conference Cham- 
pionship each year. 

Nebraska has registered six consecu- 
tive Conference crowns, five under the 
direction of Pettit, while the Huskers have 
posted an 85-2 mark against conference 
foes during their seven seasons of confer- 
ence play. 

In his first season the team posted a 
41-12 record and placed third at the AAW 
Region VI Championships. The following 
year they won the Regionals and ended 
with a 32-21 record. In 1979 the team was 41-8 and runnerup in the Regionals, and in 
1980 they earned their fifth loup title and recorded a 35-15 record and a 14th place final 
national ranking. Nebraska has been ranked in the top 20 for the past four years. 

Last season Nebraska continued its dominance of the conference with a sixth straight 
crown and rolled to a 29-10 record, placing them 14th on the last regular season ranking 
list, but failed to receive a berth in the first NCAA National Championships. 

Even though this year’s team is very young, there is a good chance that Pettit will 
record his 200th Nebraska victory with 19 victories, and if the team can earn 21 wins, he 
will also attain 250 total career collegiate victories. His career mark now stands at 229-83, 
spied his three seasons at Louisburg College in North Carolina, before coming to 

incoln. 

He is a graduate of Manchester College in Indiana (1968) and earned his M.F.A. 
degree at the University of Arkansas in 1974. During his college career he was a member 


of the school’s volleyball and golf teams. Terry and his wife, Barbara have one daughter, 
Katherine. 











BARRY JANZEN 


Assistant Coach 


Barry Janzen is beginning his second 
season with the Husker’s volleyball pro- 
gram, and his first as the assistant coach. 
Last season he was a graduate assistant, 
but he moved up to replace John Corbelli, 
who departed to become an assistant in 
the U.S. Women's Olympic Volleyball pro- 
gram. 

A graduate of Bethel College in Kan- 
sas, Janzen is a native Nebraskan from 
Henderson, Neb., and is currently com- 
pleting his Master's program at UNL in 

Sports Studies. 
| Prior to coming to the Huskers, he was 
an assistant coach at Bethel for two sea- 
sons, where he assisted in giding the team 
to a third place finish in the AIAW Region VI Championships. He has also been involved in 
many volleyball camps throughout the midwest. 








MINDY MARTENS

Mindy Martens will join the Nebraska 
Volleyball Coaching Staff this season as a 
graduate assistant, following a very suc- 
cesful career in a Husker uniform. 

A Nebraska native from North Platte, 
Martens, at 6’ 1”, was the tallest athlete to 
ever ‘don the Scarlet and Cream on the 
volleyball court and earned four varsity let- 
ters during her tenure. 

A former All Stater and All American 
during her scholastic years at North Platte 
High School, she will be assisting Pettit 
and Janzen with instruction in both fun- 
damentals and managerial tasks. 











YOUNG HUSKERS TO DEFEND BIG 8 TITLE 


FACTS: Nebraska has won six consecutive Big Eight Conference Championships . .. 
There have only been six Big Eight Championships ... Nebraska is 30-0 in Big Eight 
Championship Tournament action ... Nebraska has an 85-2 overall match record 
against Big Eight Conference schools ... Nebraska has won 20 straight matches against 
Big Eight Schools ... Nebraska has won 54 of their last 55 matches against Big Eight 
Schools ... Nebraska has four returning starters from last year's 29-10 team ... Nebras- 
ka has two returning All Big Eight players ... Head Coach Terry Pettit has a career 
Nebraska record of 181-66 ... and, Nebraska has a seven year record of 264-89, a .752 
winning percentage. 

1982 PREDICTION: “At some point during the season | expect us to become a very 
good volleyball team. How soon that happens depends on the development of our 
younger players and the handling of increased responsibility by our veterans.” stated 
Coach Petit. 

Coach Pettit will be faced with one of the youngest teams ever in Nebraska volleyball 
history, with only one senior and three juniors. 

Missing from the Husker'’s lineup this season will be the most dominating factor in 
recent years, All American and three-time unanimous All Big Eight player, Terri Kanouse. 
Also absent from this season's roster will be the other half of the best center blocker duo 
in the midwest, Shandi Pettine, plus three-time letter-winner Lori Zimmerman and two- 
time letter-winner, Laurie Schadegg. 

The Four returning starters include senior, Gwen (Pell) Egbert; junior, Erin Dean (All 
Big Eight), and sophomores, Mary Buysse and Cathy Noth (All Big Eight). 


OUTLOOK BY POSITIONS 


SETTERS: The Huskers will enter the 1982 season with five players able to play the setter 
position, including last year's freshman starter Mary Buysse, Two-time Junior College All 
American Gwen Egbert, and sophomore Teresa Bohn. Moving from outside hitter to 
setter this season will be All Big Eight performer, Cathy Noth, and Pettit will be adding 
freshman recruit Diane Newman, who is a 5'11” setter who will also be used as a right 
side blocker "4 

Egbert may not see as much action at this position, mainly because she is also being 
considered for play at the outside hitter and center blocker positions. Buysse was one of 
the conference's top setters as a freshman, and with improvement, plus the added depth 
from Noth, Bohn and Newman, Pettit feels that this year's setters could be as good as last 
year's ... maybe even stronger. 
OUTSIDE HITTER: Definitely the deepest position on the team, the Huskers will be 
returning a pair of All Big Eight performers in Erin Dean and Noth, plus Egbert and 
reserves, Sallye Ramsey, Julie Hermann and Kare Richters, which gives Coach Pettit an 
outstanding group of athletes to select from. 
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Dean and Egbert are the two most experienced returnees, and Noth could see action 
at this spot, despite being moved to setter. Both Ramsey and Hermann will be pushing for 
playing time and possibly startng berths. Hermann is one of the hardest hitters in the 
midwest, while Ramsey is an excellent blocker. Richters has tremendous quickness and 
could see a lot of court time as a defensive specialist. Freshman recruit Lynae Loseke is 
another athlete who possesses excellent all around athletic ability and should give the 
Huskers more depth at this position than they've had in many years. 

Last year this position was one of the least experienced on the team, this season there 

will be an abundance of both talent and experience, with the only question being what two 
players will best compliment each other on the court. 
CENTER BLOCKER: Last year this position was the deepest and most experienced, this 
year there is plenty of untested talent and potential. With the absence of both Terri 
Kanouse, All American and Shandi Pettine, three-year letter-winner, Nebraska is only 
returning one player, Debbie Thompson, who has any experience. Thompson is a junior, 
two-time letter-winner, who has the skills to become a solid center blocker. 

Freshmen will play a very important roll in this position this year with at least four of 
the six recruits vying for playing time. Annie Adamczak, Karen Dalhgren, Sharon Kramer, 
and Michelle Smith, all 5°11” or taller, and three of which have had USVBA experience, 
will be used to fill this key position. x 

Pettit admits it will be very hard to replace both Kanouse and Pettine, but right now he 
will be looking for players who can control the net play. The starting nod may come down 
to the two best blockers and the passers. 

OVERALL TEAM STRENGTH: This year the Huskers will show the tallest team ever. 
Even though they may be lacking the collegiate experience at some positions, the all 
around athletic ability should help make up some of the difference. 

Leadership should be coming from as many as four players. Egbert, Dean, Buysee 
and Noth are the most experienced and have proven themselves in pressure situations. 

Just how good the team will be rests on how fast the team matures, both physically 


and mentally. The talent is there and according to Pettit, “We are much deeper than 
before, this could be a real good team. 


THE COMPETITION 


BIG EIGHT CONFERENCE: For the first time ever, the Big Eight Conference will con- 
duct a regular season schedule (home and away matches) which will produce a League 
Champion, plus the usual post-season tournament, which will guarantee a berth in the 
NCAA Regionals. 

The addition of the league schedule also adds to the Nebraska home schedule, 
raising the total home appearances from four to eight and all matches will now be 


best-of-five allowing more time for the loyal fans to see the Big Eight Champions in 
action.

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As for the conference race, Nebraska Coach Pettit stated, “We will definitely be in the 
hunt. Because we have won all of the others, we have to be favored, at least until 
someone can prove different. 

Missouri seems to be slightly ahead of the other schools, and Oklahoma and Kansas 
State are returning most of their top players. lowa State could surprise some people this 
year, and Kansas could upset some teams in the conference tournament. 

“Missouri, Oklahoma and Kansas State are returning more starters, but | feel we have 
very good personnel. If we can improve on the fundamentals, | think we have a chance to 
have a real good team by the end of the conference season,” adds Pettit. 

OVERALL OPPONENTS: This year's overall schedule will very likely put the Huskers 
against a minimum of 10 teams that have earned the right to be ranked in the top twenty 
in the nation at some time during last season. 

At home, the Huskers will host Cal. State-Santa Barbara, who finished last season in 
the top ten, in both a duel and in the Husker Invitational, as well as Texas AGM and 
Purdue, also top ten teams. And, as usual, Southwest Missouri State, who placed fifth at 
~ the AIAW Nationals last year. 

On the road, Nebraska will run into top 20 teams, including Texas-Arlington, San 
Jose State, Wyoming and Texas AGM and Southwest Missouri State, again, as well as 
AIAW National Champion Texas. 

TOTAL OUTLOOK: Nebraska will be one of the dominating factors in midwest vol- 
leyball, and, depending on how fast the team improves, could push for national recogni- 
tion. 

VOLLEYBALL SPECIAL EVENTS: 

Nebraska will open the 1982 season with a home match against Nebraska-Omaha 
on Saturday, September 4th and 10:00 a.m., at the NU Coliseum. The match will be 
pitting the state's top Division | and II volleyball teams, and it will also be High School Day. 
High School players and coaches will be admitted free to the match, which has annually 
drawn over 1500 spectators. Interested parties should contact the Volleyball Office, 117 
NU Coliseum, Lincoln, NE 68588, or by phone (402) 472-2399. 

Also the Seventh Annual Husker Invitational will be conducted this year at the Col- 
iseum on Friday and Saturday, October 1-2. Joining the Huskers in the tournament will 
be Cal. State-Santa Barbara, Southwest Missouri State and Texas ASM. Matches will be at 
2:00 and 7:00 on Friday and 10:00 a.m, and 4:00 p.m. on Saturday.

Davis has been a key speaker at many banquets, civic organizations, and high school 
events, and is actively involved with promotions and public relations for the Nebraska 
program.

ACADEMIC SERVICES 


You are a very important person to us, so you will have two academic advisors. One will 
be your athletic academic advisor and the other will be assigned to you from the depart- 
ment of your major. Both will work with you in attaining your academic goals. 

Athletic Tutoring Program: We hope you will never need it, but it's nice to know it's 
there! Jann Steel has a staff of approximately 40 tutors who are available to assist any 
student-athlete in any academic problem. that should arise. In addition, two professional 
learning specialists are available to assist with special problems. 

Study Sessions: College is fun! But your studies must be taken care of first. All 
freshmen student-athletes are required to attend the athletic study sessions in Harper 
Dining Hall three nights a week for the first semester. Our academic counselor, Jann » 
Steel, supervises these sessions. Tutors may also meet with you during this time. 

Scheduling: Jann Steel also will assist you in scheduling along with your departmental 
advisor. Jann will take into consideration your practice times, travel schedule, your in- 
terests, strengths, and weaknesses. 

Counseling: In addition to academic counseling, Jann Steel will work with you in 


determining a major and setting career goals. Her door is always open to help you, or for 
just a friendly visit!

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ATHLETIC SCHOLARSHIP INFORMATION 


The University of Nebraska Women's Athletic Department is a member institution of 
the Big 8 Conference and National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA), governed by 
both Big 8 and NCAA rules and regulations for intercollegiate athletics. 


Nebraska may award athletic scholarships in the amount of tuition, fees, room, board 
and books. The financial aid may be offered for one academic year only but may be 
renewed on or before July 1 of each year if the student-athlete maintains both academic 
and athletic eligibility while making normal progress towards a degree. 


The University of Nebraska Women’s Athletic Program which offers nine sports, is 
limited to 15 scholarships in basketball; 6 in golf; 11 in softball; 10 in gymnastics; 14 in 
swimming/diving; 8 in tennis; 16 in track & field; and 12 in volleyball. 


Any student who has reached her senior year in high school may be contacted by the 
University, but a letter-of-intent, which binds the student to that institution, will not be 
offered until February 9, 1983 for volleyball and April 13, 1983 for all other sports 
(basketball, track, swimming, golf, gymnastics, softball, and tennis). 


All prospective student athletes must possess a 2.0 GPA to be eligible for an athletic 
scholarship and intercollegiate competition. High school transcripts and ACT or SAT 
scores must be submitted to the UN-L Office of Admissions, 108 Administration Build- 
ing, University of Nebraska, Lincoln, NE 68588.
